sr, Louis, June 4.—{Special.J—The vice- 
presidential question is almost as thoroughly 
gottied as that of the presidency, and Thurinan 
grows stronger every hour. The Gray men are 
bine, but still stick to him, All others haye 

ractically dropped out of the raee, which will 
| ow be a fight to the finish between Gray and 

Thurman. The Indiana delegation is hard at 
work, and its strength is being augmented from 
all parts of the state. 

WORKING WITH STATE DELEGATIONS. 
“Most all state delegations are being ad- 
dressed tonight in the interest of Indiana’s 
governor, but itis decidedly improbable that 
anything can be done to Overcome the enthn- 
tiasm. The fact that Thurman is the admin- 

tration’s choice makes his choice almost a 

riainty. New York is even more enthusias- 

efor Thurman than Ohio, and is doing the 
rineipal work in breaking down opposition. 

Some unexpected opposition has appeared in 
the Ohio delegation, though it amounts to 
notliing. Several of them declare that tho 
ddea of nominating the old man is absurd, as 
there is not the slightest possibility of carry- 
ing Ohio, and his feeblanegs and advanced 
Fears make itan uncertain step. The soutli- 
ern vote is strongly inclined to Thurman, 
though Gray is second choice. 

GEORGIA ALMOST SOLID FOR THURMAN. 

The Georgia delegation is for him almost 
unanimously, gnd it is probable that ex-Sena- 
tor Barrow will be the only one of the number 
tovote against him. The Pacific states are 
overwhelmingly for him on account of his anti- 
Chinese record. Indeed, it seems that he has 
the foliowing of every state except Indiana. 
Gray's strongest following, next to his own 
state, is Kentucky, which is closely divided, 
Thurinan being slightly in the lead. 

DISTRIBUTING GRAY’S LITHOGRAPHS, 

The Gray men are making every possible 
effort tonight. Large lithographs of their fa- 
Vorite are scattered throughout all the hotels 
and in public places, and MIndianians are 
storming every stronghold. Several state 
élubs. headed by music, marched through the 
principal hotels and stoppingin the arcades, 
bave shouted themselves hoarse for Gray. 
They are earnest in their plea and at 
every turn can be seen groups 
of hoosiers surrounding delegates and vigor- 
ously protesting against Thurman’s nomina- 
tion. As an evidence of Gray’s strength, they 
show that he led the ticket for lieutenant-gov- 
érnor over Blue Jeans Williams for governor 
by several hundred votes in 1876 when the 
democrati¢t majority went over five thousand. 
The democrats lost the state in 1880 with Lan- 
ders fer governor, though the majority against 
Gray for lieutenant-governor was less than 
2,000, while Landers was defeated by 7,000. In 
1884 Grray, for governor, ran a thousand aheafil 
of Cleveland and Hendricks. These figures 
bear out his popularity in the state, but they 
are making but little impression on the Thur- 
goan-struck delegates, 

Indiana will stand by Gray, and under no 
circumstances will be retired before the ballot- 
ing. 

A RUMOR AFLOAT. 

An interesting rumor is afloat tonight that 
Thurman will decline to allow the use of his 
name if there is to be a contest. 

He stated that he would only accept the nom- 
ination conditional on its being unanimous,and 
as this does not seem to be in store, some say 
that he will be heard from. The Gray men 
are taking advantage of this and will proba- 
bly wake more noise than ever tomorrow. 

Bui out of all the excitement over the ques- 
tion, one thing stands out prominently, and 
that isthis: Thurman will be the nominee. 
This is foregone and nobody doubts it. 

SNULBING THE SOUTH. 

There is one feature of this convention which 
is particularly suggestive by its pointedness. It 
isthe most complete disregard of the southern 
delegates by the men who make the conven- 
tion. The south has taken a back seat, and 
isnot even considered in the preliminary ar- 
Tangements attendant to the organization. It 
has not been recognized in a single position 
given all the states, and the southern delegates 
are moying about in a listless sort of a way, 
With hands in pockets, ready to obey the beck 
and call of their northern brethren, who come 
backed by many elubs and numerous brass 
bands. The south will be absolutely silent in the 
Operation of the convention, as it hgs been in 
the preparatory caucus. It has nothing to 
Suggest for anything and will simply leok on 
and vote. Even the newspapers here pay 
Comparatively no attention to the proceedings 
Of the delegations, and with the exception of 
Kentucky, Missouri and{Maryland—boarder 
States, so to speak—the other southern states 
are. excopt in their votes, playing no more part 
in the proceedings thap if not represented.

SCOTT’S CONFIDENCE. 

Mr. Scatt, as is shown from the above, is 
much more confident of the wisdom of Thur- 
man's nomination and the strength of the dem- 
ocratic ticket than probably most of the other 
party leaders—certainly more so than Gorman 
or Barnum, for the former, while he and the 
Maryland delegation will go for Thurman, as 
his nomination seems inevitable, nevertheless 
thinks it a mistake. 

Nearly every one of the different delegations 
has been in session today, and the unanimity 
expressed for Thurman has been remarkable. 
The following delegations met today and de- 
cided to cast their votes for Thurman: Vir- 
ginia, Pennsylvania, North Carolina, Georgia, 
South Carolina, Alabama, Mississippi, Tennes- 
see, Texas, lowa, New Jersey, Massachusetts, 
Louisiana, West Virginia and others. Arkane 
sas will not act until tomorrow, {but it is 
about definitely settled that they will be solid 
for the old Roman. Kentucky is yet some- 
what divided, but a majority of the delegation 
fayor Thurman, and the balance, it is pre- 
sumed, will fall into line. 

EY O10 DELEGATION’S RESOLUTION, = 

The Ohio delegation were in session till 11 
o’clock tonight. The following resolution was 
adopted, which yet shows Thurman has some 
opposition from his own state: 

Resolved, That the democracy of Ohio does not 
urge any candidacy for the vice-presidency. It sub- 
mits this questicn to the wisdom of the democracy 
of the nation. Should Judge Thurman be nomi- 
nated he willreceive our hearty and earnest and 
enthusiastic support. 

The New York delegation have also just 
adjourned.’ They took no action in regard to 
the vice-presidency, it issaid, because they 
desired the presidency not to interfere with 
the selection of a vice-presidential candidate. 

‘hey have also given notice that when called 
uponinthe convention they desire to retire 
for consultation before offering a vote for any 
candidate. In other words, the New York 
delegation want to dodge. It is, however, 
believed the majority. of the delegation is solid 
for Thurman. - 

Tilinois and Indiana are still holding out and 
are yet making vain endeayors to boom Gray, 
but the boom is dying hour by hour, although 
there have been some fifty men stationed in 
the lobby of the Lindell to yell, speak and en- 
deavor by every known means to create en- 
thusiasim for the Indianian.

SOLID BOOM FOR THE OLD ROMAN 

from Ohio. Beth Congressman W. L. Scott, 
of Pennsylvania, and Senator A. P. Gorman, 
of Maryland, want to manage the coming pres- 
idential campaign, aud both want to be chair- 
man of the national committee, succeeding W. 
H. Barnum. The contest is now on, and it is 
the crowning one of their lives, and each has 
bent himself to a supreme’effort to become the 
great leader of the party in. future. Circum- 
stances have given Scottaslight advantage 
over Gorman in the present situation, but the 
Maryland manager may turn the tables. Seott 
is the representative of Cleveland, and Gor- 
man is not, but Scott was selected kLe- 
cause the president had to have him 
to crush the Randall movement in Pennsyl- 
yania. Gorman bears no credentials from 
Cleveland, but he represents the party, 
and he has fully as much of its confidence as 
Scott—some democrats say more. 

When St. Louis was given the convention, 
and the day was fixed as June 5, Scott won 
the first campaign victery over Gorman, who 
wanted the convention held later in San Fran- 
eisco. Then Scott began to select the vice- 
president with Cleveland, and Gorman (id not 
sulk, but began laying counterplots. The 
president and Scott selected Thurman, and 
Gorman chose Gray. Thus Scott got ahead of 
Gorman, but it seems today they will be about 
even, for Gorman has forged ahead of Scott in 
reference to the platform. 

A meeting was held last night at the South- 
ern hotel, at which Gorman, Scott, Barnum, 
and others were present. Scott first wanted 
the principles of the original Mills bill 1éitera- 
ted in the platform, but as the others opposed 
he consented to have the — framed upon 
the president’s message. That was disapproved 
also, and it is said 

SCOTE FINALLY CONSENTED 
to accept a platform differing very slightly 
from that of 1884. That was considered de- 
feat for him and a point in Gorman’s fayor. 
Senator Gorman said tonight: 

“We are here to win and not to quibble over 
details, and we want a platform so broad that 
every democrat can staud uponit.”

SCENES AT THE DEPOT. 
Arrival of State Delegations. and Clubs—Tall 
Hats and Ked Bandanas. 

St. Lows, Inne 4.—St. Louis today has as- 
sirmed the crewded condition that a always 
usual during the natienal conventions.. As 
early as 7 o'clock this morning the union denot 
was packed, and all during the day, at inter- 
vals of five and ten mimutes, rezular and spec- 
ial trains have been coming in and emptying 
Ler loads of people.. Delegations began ar- 
riving early. They arrived in divisions—an 
uidivideal, here and there, for the first houror 
two, and then whole delegations began putting 
inansappearance. They all wore badges, and 
nearly all bandanas. The werd on tleir lips 
was ‘Thurman.’’ 

Notwithstanding the excitement and bustle, 
there was litile cheering, all hands evidently 
reserving themselves for an outburst of 
enthusiasm later in the proceedings, when it 
woul! perhaps count for something. Trains 
bringihg the New York county denoeracy and 
Vaminany were late, although the schedule, 
Some minutes behind, was really delayed 
hours. Chicago county democraey artived be- 
fore them, and so did the Iroquois club of tite 
same city. Each hada big band of music and 
all formed in line together, the Iroquois (silk 
stocking) tothe rear and the counties (short 
hair) in front. The bands blew themselves 
hoarse and the undulating of the white and 
black tall* hats ef the Chicagoans quickly 
passed out of the depot. 

The Wisconsin delegation, next fellowed by 
the Hendricks club from LaFayette, Ind., 
wearing Gray badges, and were the first of the 
arrivals, showing a disposition to yell. The 
Topeka democratic Flambeaux club, with tin 
helmets and canvas uniforms, arrived about 


eight o’clock this morning and were soon join- 


ed by the Kansas City democratic club. 

The feature of the morning probably was 
the Kansas City democratic club’s entry. 
Their band was extra gaily arrayed, and mem- 
bers of the club wore white high hats and 
yellow linen, and most of them had tied about 
their necks or wrapped about their heads red 
bandana handkerchiefs, showing their leaning 
toward the “Old Roman.’’ One of these 
handkerchief wearers had on the top of his 
high hat a small but complete rooster, The 
club was preceeded by grotesque looking flam- 
beaux men in the march down town. 

Samuel J. Randall club, of Pittsburg, with 
yellow gloves, white hats, blue suits and vel- 
vet badges, were numerous in the depot, 
though they arrived yesterday. They were 
welcoming this morning’s additions to their 
numbers that came in from the east. 

The Texas delegation pot off the train at 
the eastend of the depot and comparatively 
escaped notice. 

Crowds of spectators flitted about the depot 
sheds until Tammany arrived and then the St. 
Lovufs Hendricks association wheeling into 
line marched merrily away with Tammany, 
most of the sight seers trailing at their heels. 
There was no excitement after that, and the 
county democracy on its arrival soon after- 
ward saw an almost deserted depot. 

Tie New York delegation, seventy-two 
votes strong, will vote for Thurman, although 
there are several in the delegation who advo- 
caie General Black's eandidacy and would 
vote for him if they could doso. The unit 
rule, however, interferes with their free action 
anid the delegation is beyond doubt solid for 
Thurman. Gray and Black men do not take 
kindly to this, and opponents of Thurmag in 
Ohiodeclare this very poor politicé. But all op- 
p sition seems in a fair way to be overwhelmed. 
{ilinois is divided and can exert but little pres- 
sure for her soldier candidate. However, they 
claim a strong following from Colorado, Min- 
nesota, Dakota, “Michigan, Ohio, some 
from Maryland. and many from _ the 
south, with the idea that: the ticket must 
have a soldier on it to win the soldier vote. 
Advocates of Governor Gray are making every 
endeavor to stem the popularity for the ‘Old 

toinan,’”’ but at present it seems that they are 
losing ground. vers elub and every delega- 
tion that arrives has a voice for Judge Thauar- 
man, although there are numbers who don’t 
agree with that sortof politics. 

Iowa men who arrived this morning were 
strong in their praise of the Old Roman and 
believe their delegation would vote that way 
if they got a chance. However, thore were 
some who advocated other candidates before 
the tide set in for the Ohio man and they were 
reluctant to change, 

Watterson’s friends are pushing him for 
permanent chairman, and though it has been 
conceded that : Collins had a mortgage on the 
chair there appears to be a pretty fight on hand 
for this honor. 

The general drift of opinion is that the plat- 
form will be a repetition of 1884, with an in- 
dorsement of the president’s views as express- 
ed in his message. If the matteris pushed, as 
Watterson is working foran unqualified in- 
dorsemeut of free trade, it seems probable that 
such indorsement will be forthcoming. 

J.R. Godwin, of Memphis,a delegate at 
lage from Tennessee, said today: ‘‘We are 
for Gray, but if we find heis not acceptable, 
we will take any candidate. I do not think 
Thurman is needed tostrengthen the ticket. 
Governor Gray can carry Indiana and that is 
more than any other candidate can do. So it 
would seem to us that Gray is apparently the 
best man for the place.”’ 

John T. Sloane, of Columbia, 8S. C., a dele- 
gate from the fourth congressjonal district, 
said: ‘‘South Carolina is not yet decided upon 
vice-presidential fmatters. Thurman is very 
favorably talked about, and Stevenson has 
some warm supporters. We have yet to decide 
between them. They have little regard for 
Gray.”’ 

FW. Dawson, of Charleston, 8. C.,a dele- 
gate-at-large from his state and, chairman of 
the delegation, said :5 

“Until we have looked over the ground and 
have seen in what direction sentiment is run- 
ning, and who is the best man, we cannot say 
what vice-presidential candidate we wil] sup- 
port, It may be Thurman; it may be Steven- 
son; it may be Black; it will not be Gray. 

The Pennsylvania delegation met this morn- 
ing, and after organizing, took @ ballot to as- 
certain its choice for a candidate for vice-pres- 
ident. The roll was called, and Thurman was 
voted for unanimously. It is understood there 
were some members of the delegation in favor 
of Assistant Postmaster-General Stevenson, 
but the sentiment as expressed in informal 
talks was so strong in favor of the Ohio gentle- 
jaan that these yielded their opinion in fayor 
of that of the majority. 

Thurman will be. nominated for vice-presi- 
dent withouteontest. Sunday night the sup- 

rters of Governor Gray were full of hope, 

ut tonight they admit, to their confidential 
friends, that the Thurman cyclope is sweep- 
ing eyerything before it. They kept up 4 
show of fight during the day calling on the 
New York and other delegations and repeat- 
ing the speeches which were made yesterday 
to the Californians. A part of their tactics, too, 
was the wild, but rather ineffectual shouting of 
the Hendricks club boys in the corridors of the 
hotels. They hurrahed lustily for Gray, but 
made about all the noise themselyes. The 
Thurman breeze developed into a tornado this 
morning when New York city’s delegations— 
the county democracy and Tammany—march- 
ed through the streets shouting for Thurman. 

The Tammanyites were most loudly cheer 
ed by throngs on the sidewalks and in the he- 
tels, and within half an_ hour the Tammany 
men were busily engaged helping their Pacific 
1 bandanas on the coats of

Sunday night the friends of Governor Gray 
were encouraged to believe that Congressman 
Scott would not “show his hand’’ on the vice- 
presidency. ‘They set much store by a well 
authenticated statement that the president 
had refused to express any preference; but 
Mr. Seott was merely waiting until he could 
Ax up certain little matters, which he had on 
mad, andsthis erm. he gave the Thurman 
movement such a boost that the Indiana men 
were all bnt run off the fie!

oubt of the success of the Scott programme. 
_Followin the nows of this actien of the 
Pennsylvania delegat:on came the intelligence 
that the Maryland delegation, who have all 
along opposed the Thurman idea, were ready to 
fall in and vote with the crowd. The meaning of 
this is that Scett and Gorman had come to 
some sort ofan agreement, and that the two 
great leadors of the party were united on the 
ticker. 

Still Gray’s advocates made an effort to keep 
up the fight, Ohio, oddly enough, being their 
only hope, but it was like struggling against a 
West India hurricane. 

The friends of General Black opened head- 
quarters at the Lindell hotel this morning, and 
ares to get up a boom for him, but their 
efforts met wiih are success, the general feel- 
ing being thatif Thurman was not pat through, 
Gray would easily win. 

Prom the first there has been something 
queer about the attitude of the Ohio delega- 
tion. It hastalked for Thurman, but has not 
been enthusiastic iu his behalf, the matter 
was discussed for more than an Wour in the 
meeting of the delegation this afternoon. The 
resqit was an indoisement of Thurman,though 
it was with much ditliculty that any of the 
anti-Thurman men were won over. A resolu- 
tion was offered by Delegate Baker pledging 
the Ohio delegation to vite for Thurman, if 
his name was presented to the convention. 
Ibis wasin the nature of a compromise, as a 
majority of the delegates voted to make Thur- 
man the Ohio candidate, to be presented by 
the state, while others opposed Thurman out- 
right. Forty-four delegates were for the reso- 
lution and two delegates did not yote. New 
York and many other states were simply wait- 
ing to see what action Ohio would take and at 
their meeting this evening joined the Thur- 
man procession. 

Governor Gray's managers probably will 
not put their favorite’s name before the con- 
vention if the nomination of Thurman, which 
now seeins a foregone conclusion, is not satis- 
factory to hundreds of delegates who have 
been impressed by the talk goncerning his age 
and infirmity. The cry of the Gray boomers. 
“You want Indiana in November, don’t you?” 
“How are you going to win without Indiana? 
and how are you going to carry Indiana with- 
out an Indiana man on the ticket?’ has been 
used with so much eficet that many delegates 
believe a serious mistake is being made in the 
nomination of a man 75 years old who lives 
in astate which is generally regarded as re- 
liably republican. Had Gorman stood faith- 
fully by Gray the Thurmantide might have 
been stayed, but without Gorman the candi- 
dacy of the Indiana man fell to pieces for 
Jack of support. 

(Jorman’s abandonment of Gray meansa 
good deal more than the nomination of Thur- 
man. It means atruce between the two fac- 
tions of the party which have been skirmishing 
before each other’s position fortwo or three 
days. These forces were led on oneside by 
Congressman Scott, representing the adminis- 
tration, and on the other side by Senator Gor- 
man. The latter, supported, by Chairman 

Barnum and several national Gommitteemen, 
wented the platform of 1884 affirmed without 
any indorsement of the president's message, 
or of one so moderate in tone as not to offend 
the high tariff votersof the east. Gorman 
wanted to be chairman of the committee on 
resolutions and made an earnest canvas for the 
place among the various state delegations. His 
argument was that the party would lose New 
York and other eastern siates if the platiorm 
were made too strongin the directionof low 
tariff, and that the platform which carried the 
country in 1884 was eertainly good enough to 
carry it in 1888. 

At the same time Gormen made a feint at 
supporting Gray in opposition to Thurman, 
and succeeded in bringing on so much of a re- 
action from the wave of Thurman sentiment 
that there was at least a little uncertainty as 
to the final outcome. Desiring the place 
above all things, and a little worried as to the 
show of strength which the opposition was 
making, Scott today consented to the com- 
promise. This compromise is in the nature of 
a wholesale arrangement of te business which 
the convention was called to transact. The tem-

Whereby Colonel Estill is to Suc- 
ceed Colonel Walsh. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., June 4.—[Special.]—Almost 
the entire membership of the convention is on 
hand, and the situation is pretty much the 
same as last night. St.- Louis has never had 
such a day as this has been, and it is not prob- 
able that any day of the convention will sur- 
pass it in interesting developments. From 
early morning until night delegations from 
every quarter of the country have been arriv- 
ing, accompanied by enthusiastic clubs, and 
the streets have presented a scene of continy- 
ous processions of democratic clubs, uniformed 
and headed by music. Indeed, a Georgia del- 
egate expressed it forcibly when he said that 
he didn’t know there were as many brass bands 
in the world. 

Nothing that has transpired during the day 
is of as much interest to Georgians as the de- 
velopments of the day with 

THE GEORGIA DELEGATION, 
and before looking into the general aspect of 
the situation a few descriptive details touching 
the Georgia contingent will not be auniss, 
and let it be said in the beginning that every 
statement shall be absolutely impartial, and if 
anybody is disposed to think strangely of the 
turn of affairs it must be remembered that the 
Georgia convention itself established the poli- 
cy which is the moving spirit of the Georgia 
delegation today, though there has been a bolt 
of no little proportions concerning the extent 
to which the dietum of the bosses in that con- 
vention should control the delegation. There 
is the fullest harmony concerning the explicit 
instructions of the convention, but beyond 
this 
THE DELEGATION IS DIVIDED. 

The point of rupture is over the national 
committeeman to be elected from Georgia, 
which place Patrick Walsh now holds, but 
which he will be dislodged from tomorrow 
morning precisely at 10 o'clock, at which time 
his genial neck will be severed just below the 
ears, and all because he had an opinion on the 
tariff. 

To understand the situation it is necessary to 
look back for a moment to the Georgia conven- 
tion. At the assembling of the convention it 
was understood that Colonel J. H. Estill, of 
Savannah, was in the race fora place as dele- 
gate at large; so was Flem duBignon, of 
Savannah, and the avertowering strength of 
the latter induced the former to listen to the 
entreaties of his frieads to withdraw, 
with the tacit understanding that he 
was to succeed Colonel Walsh on the national 
committee.

they could not vote for him. Colonel Walsh 
thoroughly understood the situation, and an- 
nounced today that he would not embarrass 
the delegation, and would not be a candidate 
for re-election. 

This left the field clear for Colonel Estill, 
and here the bolt begun in earnest. Jack 
Spalding, Emmet Womack, Bill Howard, 
Mandeville, Yow, Weeks, Twiggs, Evans, 
Graham jand McBride declared for Henry 
Richardson, of Macon, and went actively at 
work for him. Beb Bernerand Wash Dessau 
stated that Richardson had told them that he 
had committed himself to Estill, and they did 
not believe he would be a candidate, though 
they both would vote forlim. This gave him 
a majority, but 

CALCULATIONS WERE 800ON UPSET 
by the announcement that Richardson did not 
feel that he couldrun, as he had committed 
himself to Estill. 

This is how it stands tonight, and the choice 
will be made in the morning. Richardson’s 
friends will run him anyway, and unless he an- 
nounces that he will not take the place he will 
be elected anyway, though Colonel Estill is 
here ready to assume the new dignity.

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No Ice Cream Cakes in Atlanta 
This Summer. 


The Opening Of the Boulevyard—The Gaso- 
line Lighta—The Stock Pens—Other 
Matters Considercd, 


When Mayor Cooper calied the general 
council te order yesterday afternoon all the 
members except Alderman Collier and Coun- 
cilmen Tanner an@ Moran were in their seats. 

After various standing committees made 
their regular reports none, of which contained 
ove item of public interest, the question of 
opening the Boulevard to Grant pars came up 
on the favorable report of the committee on 
streets. 

Judge George Hillyer, attorney for the Geor- 
gia railroad company, war permitted to make 
a statement tothe council, He exhibited a 
map showing the land through which the Bou- 
levard will run and explained that a parcel of 
this land is the property of the Georgia rail- 
road company, and that the company propcses 
at an early day to cut a considerable number 
of tracks here aud to use this land as a yard, 
He disclaimed any hostility to the project of 
continuing the Boulevard to Grant park, but 
the point he urged was that It would be un- 
wise for the city toextend the Boulevard by 
the proposed route because of the danger in 
crossing so many railway tracks. Judge Hill- 
yer made a brief argument in support of his 
oe r, Hemphill said he thought the matter 
had been delayed long enough, It is yerv 
necessary for this street 156 be opened. 
| Mure Howe}! said he was in favor of allowing 
what the railway company asked, and he did 
not think it necessary to proceed hastily. 

Mr. Heinphill moved that the report of the 
committee be adopted, and his motion was Car. 
ried. 

Mr. W.G. Webb, who hasthe contract to 
| supply the ejty with gesoline lights, was al- 
| lowed to make a statement. He showed a 
| paper, signed by some three hundred persons, 
setting forth that he had fulfilled to the letter 
his contract, aud had furnished excellent 
lights. Mr. Webb said that he hoped the coun- 
cil would allow his contract to continue 
auother year. : 

Mr. Woodward said he cheerfully verified 
what Mr. Wel had said regarding the effici- 
ency of the service. 

Mr. Haas moved that the contract be g:yven 
to Mr. Webb for another year. 

Mr. Mecaslin objected to this. He thought 
it should be left open so that others could put 
in their bids. and that it should be awarded to 
the lowest bidder.

their bondsmen for Heenses to sell beer or 
liquor, and that the city marshal be instructed 
to report to the police committee at their next 
meeting the character of the applicants and 
the financial standing of their bondsmen.”’ 

Only one license was granted, and that was 
a beer license to Thomas R. Martin, No. 4225 
Marietta street. 

There were petitions for renewals from 
eighty-two liquor and beer dealers, and these 
petitions were referred to the police committee, 

Mr. Thompson proposed an ordinance, that 
from this time henceforth no unmuzzled dogs 
shall be permitted torun atlarge in the streets 
of Atlanta, and that the owners of such dogs 
shall be subject to a fiie of ten dollars cr im- 
prisounment for ten days. This was prompily 
tabled by a decisive yote. 
{| Mr. Amorous submitted « report on the peti- 
tion asking for the repeal of the ice cream cake 
ordinance. Mr. Moran recommended that the 
ordinance be not repealed, and Mr. Amorous 
favored its repeal. The matter came up for 
consideration while Mr. Amorous was in the 
chair, so that the speech which he had prepar- 
ed to make in defense of the ice cream cake 
was not delivered. 

‘*l am in favor of ice cream cakes,’’ said Mr. 
Mecaslin. 

“Tam not,” replied Mr. Woodward. 

That was all the discussion over this im- 
portant matter, and a vote wastaken. The 
proposition to repeal the law prohibiting the 
saie in the streets of ice cream cakes, was de- 
feated by a vote of 8 to 5. 

Mr. Woodward moved that the city engineer 
be authorized to advertise for bids for the con- 
struction of the Grant street bridge, and that 
the bids be opened at the next meeting of the 
council. Adopted. 

Mr. Morris introduced an ordinance making 
it unlawful for persons to waste the artesian 
water. Adopted by a vote of 10 to 3, 

Mr. Morris introduced an ordinance making 
it unlawful for personsto sleep in or loiter 
arouud buildings where they have no right, or 
without permission of the owners. Adopted. 

Mr. Haas introduced the following, which 
was adopted: ‘*Resolved,|that the tax collector 
and assessors be instructed not to enter build- 
ing and loan associations on the tax books, be- 
cause they are nt liable.”’ 

The ordinance of Mr. Beutell that no mem- 

ber of the council shall hold any other oftice of 
honor or profit under the city government was 
adopted without a word of discussion. 
_ Mr. Stephens proposed an ordinance making 
it unlawful for any person to throw on the 
pavements or scatter in the streets handbills 
and like advertisements. 

On motion of Mr. Haas this was tabled by a 
vote of 9 to 5. 

Mr. Haas, in behalf of the committee on con- 
tested claims, reported favorably on the action™ 
of Messrs. Goodwin and Pendleton, the city 
attorneys, who had compromised a damage suit 
for $10,000 against the city by paying the 
claimant, Mr. Thomas Johnson, #100, 


— 
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A favorable report was made on the petition 
of the Atlanta street railway company for the 
privilege of extending its line out Capitol ave- 
nue to the city limits. The report was adopted 
without debate. 

The Georgia avenue matter was not acted on 
and it goes over until the committee makes its 
final report. 

Colone] John B. Goodwin sent to the coun- 
cil his opinion regarding the ordinance regu- 
lating the stoak pens. He said that if the 
board of health had reported any of the city 
stock — 28 nuisances the council could 
abate them by requiring the owners to remove 
them beyond the city limits. 

Mr. Haas moved that the city council hold a 
Special meeting the Thursday following the 
next regular meeting to consider the stock pen 
ordinance and dispose of the matter. This was 
agreed to. 

At 5:15 o’olock the council adjourned.
